Tokio — Dispatches received here 


from the United States reporting the 
proposal of the house committee on 
immigration to __ treat Japanese immi- 
gration in the same manner as that of 
other nationalities on a basis ot per- 
centage restriction have evoked offi- 
cial approval as eliminating dlrferlm- 
ination against Ja.panese immigrants. 
Other quarters however are not so 
enthusiastic. 


The Tokio Asa Asaht points out 


that while the proposal seems fair, "It 
really is cruel legislation limiting the 
number of Japanese entering Ameri 
ca annually to litUe more than 200, 
compared with about 7,000 now." 


Tho Asahi admits, however, 
that 


the proposed restriction of immigra- 
tion to 2 per cent of tho nationals in 
tho United States on the basis of the 
1890 census will .adversely affect Ital- 
ian nnd other immigration as well as 
tho Japanese.

not constitute perjury as some of the 
important statements were not sworn 
to when made. Nor is it ciear yet 
that any charge of bribery would hold, 
for nothing has been "brought out to 
show a connection between the money 
that traa passed and the subsequent 
making' of contracts. All the financial 
transactions will be defended on the 
ground! that they were "loans." And 
strictly speaking- a loan is not a/bribe 
for there is always the promise to re- 
pay the money. 
What then will the latvyers do? The 


only basis 'for discussion is whether 
or not there was a. conspiracy to de- 
fraud the. United States government. 
Under the conspiracy statutes two -or 
more persons—not one—must be found 
to have engaged in an effort to de- 
fraud the g-oyernme-nt. 
Bui, did the 
leases -which were','made injure the' 
government? The senators who are 
at'-.pres.ent- haranguing" on the subject, 
insist tVie'. government'vc«m~e- off/worse, 
in th»l.trik«acti6n, but'yhen'.thV-,cas"es 
ci>m« before a jury "the prosecuting 
attorneys will have-to pro\-e that th» 
effect—namely the injury to the gov- 
ernment—wan a.'deliberate act on the 
part of the principals- 
Did the oil 


•people get together and secure 'their 
lease so as to benefit themselves and 
defraud the government? 


PROOF IS LACKIXG 
The oil men Insist that when the ex- 


perts get down to brass tacks !t will he 
possible to prove that the leases were 
a.ctually to the benefit of the govern- 
ment. If that is so or if intent to de- 
fraud can not be proved, the' whole 
case will simmer down to. misuse of 
power or negligence on the part of 
officials. Again and again in the war 
fraud cases under ^rhlch several per- 
sons were indicted, but few convicted 
the evidence .showed misconduct clue 
to ignorance or stupidity. But there 
is nothing. In the law to punish a 
lack of brains. It's on that thin line 
of defense that many have escaped 
in the past and very little lias been 
uncovered to make a conviction ot 
anybody a certainty. 


There is no concealing the nervous- 


ness at the "White House and through- 
out Republican circles in "Washington 
over the tremendous interest which 
has be«n developed in connection with 
the Teapot Dome scandal. 
It will in- 


Intenslfy interest in th« other Investi- 
gations now In progress. 
The Teapot 


Dome investigation has been groingr on 
for many months. 
Relatively little 


attention has been paid to It. When 
the most sensational disclosures wera 
made due to the unremitting energy 
of Senator Thomas ,T. Walsh of Mon- 
tana, Democrat, the record had be- 
come eo involved with, complex ques- 
tions that laymen abandoned it as a 
technical inquiry- 
But the Montana senator who is 


one of the best lawyers in the United 
States was- quietly preparing the case 
for trial by jury. His 
penetrating 
cross examination and unwillingness 
to let go of a clue has brought the 
Teapot Dome scandal to-the surface. 
Senator TVaJsh of Montana, is really 
the hero of the whole affair.

striking exampl* of what an inquisi-

Senator. "Walsh on the back for giving 
them a ron.1 issue on which to fight 
the 1924 campaign.
